General Clapper has served as consultant for the House Intelligence Committee, the former
Defense Airborne Reconnaissance Office, the Defense Policy and Science Boards and as
President of the Security Affairs Support Association, He has served on various government
panels, boards, commissions and advisory groups.

General Clapper earned 2 bachelor's degree from the University of Marylard in government and
politics, a master's degree from St. Mary's University, San Antonio, Texas, in political science,
and an honorary doctorate in strategic intelligence from the Joint Military Intelligence College.

His military awards include the National Intelligence Distinguished Service Medal with Oak
Leaf Cluster, Defense Distinguished Service Medal with Oazk Leaf Cluster, the Air Force
Distinguished Service Meds! and a host of other United States military and foreign government
awards and decorations, He served two combat tours during the Southeast.Asja conflict, and flew
